Pro and Con

Medicare, President 
Kennedy’s compulsory 
medical insurance propo- 
sal, was debated before an 
audience of 55 SAC stu- 
dents Tuesday at a joint 
meeting of campus Young 
Republicans and Young 
Democrats. 

Debating in favor of the King- 
Anderson bill were YD’s Dan 
Wooldridge, president, Jerry 
Burns and Rick Paup. Jerry 
Zanelli, YD state vice-president, 
presented the democrats’ opening 
case for medicare. 

Speaking against the bill were 
YR’s_ Bob’ Parsons, Dennis 
O’Drane and Shaun O’Drane. 
Harry Johnson, YR Orange 
County president, gave the Re- 
publicans’ opening statement 
against Medicare. 

Welfare State 

Dr. George Etue, moderator, 
opened the debate, explaining 
that the Kennedy administrat- 
ion’s Medicare proposal is attack- 
ed by Republicans because it is 
the first step toward “the dis- 
tant goal of the welfare state. 

“This debate is really whether 
American individualism is. still 
valid,” said Dr. Etue, “or 
whether social changes have made 
it irrelevant.” 

In his opening remarks, Zan- 
elli explained that the King-An- 
derson Medicare bill proposes to 
finance the medical expenses of

persons 65 years of age and over. 
“This group,” he continued, “has 
needs; but: less fi-, 
nancial ability to purchase them.” 
Economic Feasibility 


He added that the Medicare 
program is advocated because. of 
its economic feasibility and social 
desirability. 


posed the Medicare bill be- 
cause it was no more than social- 
ism, and a step backward, not 
forward, in government. 

“The debate is whether we 
shall take the country toward 
slavery. Private enterprise built 
the country, and some people are 
trying to stifle it. 

“The bill proposes that Goy- 
ernment take care of people by 
force, whether they want such 
care or not.” 


Cost of Plan 

In the YD’s presentation of 
the Medicare case, they asserted. 
that the bill was merely “private 
insurance.” “It would cost about 
25 cents per week, the same as 
a package of cigarettes,” said 
Wooldridge. 

The YD’s knocked the Kerr- 
Mills bill, a compromise support- 
ed by Republicans, as being in- 
adequate. They said the Medicare 
plan would provide 90 days of 
hospitalization and 180 days of 
nursing, plus the included eosts 
of hospitalization. 

Older People 

YR’s held that Medicare would 
affect only the 20 per cent of 
older people who need medieal 
help. They added that the Kerr- 
Mills bill only helps those who are 
unable to pay.

Santa Ana’s record break-

Orange Coast scored its 
sixth straight win in the EC 
championships at San Ber- 
nardino Saturday with a total 
of 185 points. Santa Ana finished 
second with 99 points. Fullerton 
completed a 1-2-3 Orange County 
finish, placing third with 50 
points. 

10-2 Dual Record 

Completing the season with a 
10-2 dual record, Santa Ana 
smashed 13 college records and 
three Eastern Conference marks. 
Pete. Dennis, a transfer from 
USC, set Don records in the 200 
yard freestyle, and 100 and 200 
yard butterfly. 

Distance ace Thom Martin set 
SAC records in the~ 500 and 
1650 yard freestyle. 

Freshman star Bob Welty of 
Santa Ana High.was the Don’s 
finest freestyle performer, crack- 
ing SAC marks. in the 50 and 
100 yard freestyle. 

Roca Sets Two Marks 

Hawaiian born Merlyn Roca 
established a new Don record in 
the 100 yard breastroke. All 
American John Kamae broke his 
own Don record in the 200 yard 
individual medley. 


The only marks to survive the 
Don assault on the record book 
were those set by Kamae last 
season in the 100 and 200 yard 
backstroke. 

Kamae Breaks EC Record 

In the Eastern Conference 
championships, Kamae placed 
first in the 100 and 200 yard 
backstroke and also finished 
second in the 200 yard individua! 
medley. Kamae’s 59.9 clocking in 
the 100 yard backstroke set a 
new EC mark. 

Santa Ana also set new school 
records in the 400 yard medley 
and freestyle relays.
